Racing objects to stores 


Members of the Horsemen's Group speak 
out against three out of the four proposals

AN INFLUENTIAL racing group 
has spoken out against three out of 
the four supermarket plans. 

The Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group (NHG) has said plans for 
Asda, Tesco and Sainsbury’s stores 
would have a “negative impact” on 
the industry. 

Applications have been submit¬ 
ted for an enlargement to the exist¬ 
ing Tesco site, in Fordham Road; a 
new Sainsbury’s site, on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields; a Mor¬ 
risons store, in Exning Road; and 
an ASDA, on land bounded by the 
High Street and Rowley Drive. 

The group has not objected to 
the plans for a Morrisons. 


William Gittus, managing di¬ 
rector of fockey Club Estates and 
chairman of the Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group, said: “Most small 
towns find it difficult enough to 
weigh up the pros and cons of one 
supermarket application, but New¬ 
market has four all at once, with 
the impacts further complicated by 
the thousands of horses that cross 
town every day.” 

He said the Tesco’s site would in¬ 
crease traffic by 10 per cent on the 
Fordham Road and the group have 
also objected to the Sainsbury’s 


and Asda applications on the basis 
of increased traffic. 

The NHG also objected to Asda 
on the grounds the land at Queens- 
bury Lodge is land historically as¬ 
sociated with racing and therefore 
would be in breach of Forest Heath 
District Council’s racing policy. 

The group raised similar con¬ 
cerns about the paddock land at 
Brickfield Stud which forms part of 
the Sainsbury’s application. 

Bill Gredley, director of Unex 
group which is bidding for Asda, 
said their proposal for Queensbury 


Lodge and surrounding areas was 
a ‘wise investment for that end of 
town’. 

Meanwhile George Lambton, ap¬ 
plicant for Sainsbury’s, said: “We 
maintain that the application does 
not conflict with the horse racing 
policy because we are putting the 
site forward as an alternative site 
for an allocation of public open 
space in the Local Plan at Pine-

wood Stud which is not available 
because the landowners do not 
wish to sell it.” 

Simon Petar, corporate affairs 
manager at Tesco, said: “We have 
been serving the community for 
many years and we know how im¬ 
portant the Horsemen’s group is to 
the town. 

“Our plans will not impact on 
the safety of horses and their rid¬ 
ers. Most of the people who will use 
our replacement store are existing 
customers who are already on the 
roads network.” 

A decision on all four applica¬ 
tions will be made by Forest Heath 
District Council on May 22.

THE sun came out for the annual Ely

‘Exciting’ dig 
‘no hurdle’ 
to pitch plans 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL finds 
at Brickfield Stud will not 
harm plans for football 
pitches on the site, New¬ 
market’s mayor has said. 

Cllr George Lambton’s 
plans to build four foot¬ 
ball pitches met with an¬ 
other obstacle after it was 
revealed the site could 
contain archeological 
“finds of national signifi¬ 
cance”. 

The plans, part of a 
wider application to con¬ 
struct a Sainsbury’s on the 
George Lambton Playing 
Lields, were to be debated 
by Lorest Heath District 
Council on Wednesday 
but were withdrawn at the 
last minute. 

A spokeswoman for 
Lorest Heath said: “Suffolk 
County Council Archae¬ 
ology department have 
confirmed that there may 
be finds of national signif¬ 
icance on the site and that 
trial trenching and evalu-

ation of the finds needs 
to be assessed prior to the 
determination of the ap¬ 
plication.” 

Cllr Lambton told the 
News a geophysical sur¬ 
vey conducted as part 
of his application found 
outlines of shapes and 
Suffolk Archaeology have 
asked for a trenched sur¬ 
vey of around 5 per cent 
of the site. 

He said: “This came up 
with some quite exciting 
possibilities for remains 
on the site.” 

A trenched survey has 
not been done yet as the 
landowner is not keen for 
his land to be dug up until 
permission is granted. 

He said the finds would 
not need to halt the con¬ 
struction of pitches as the

artefacts would be taken 
to a museum unless a 
complete site like Sutton 
Hoo was unearthed. 

“I think it is quite ex¬ 
citing there is something 
down there, I don’t see this 
as a hurdle,” he added. 

Cllr Lambton said there 
would be no need to rush 
excavating any remains as 
if his plans are approved, 
he would work first on de¬ 
livering improved playing 
fields at Newmarket Col¬ 
lege. 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk County Council 
Archaeology department 
said: “If they think there 
is anything of importance 
then the team will always 
ask to do trial trenching. 

“At this stage it is noth¬ 
ing more exciting than 
that.” 

The district council will 
decide on all the super¬ 
market applications at a 
meeting on May 22.

Sun and excitement 
for Guineas weekend 



RACEGOERS were out in force 
for a scorcher of a weekend at 
the Rowley Mile. 

Temperatures soared over 20 
degrees on Sunday and racing 
fans were not put off by a few 
spots of rain on Saturday. 

More than 15,000 people at¬ 
tended the QIPCO Guineas fes¬ 
tival for the 2,000 Guineas on 
Saturday and the 1,000 Guineas 
on Sunday. 

In contrast with the sunshine, 
dark clouds have been hovering 
over the sport in recent weeks 
following one of the biggest 
doping scandals in the history 
of racing as more than 15 hors¬ 
es at Godolphin’s Moulton Pad- 
docks yard tested positive for 
anabolic steroids. 

Trainer Mahmood Al Zarooni 
received an eight-year ban from 
the British Horseracing Author¬ 
ity (BHA) for the breach. 

Godolphin’s owner Sheikh 
Mohammed Al Maktoum

made his first appearance in 
public since the scandal broke 
to watch Irish-trained Dawn 
Approach secure victory in the 
2,000 Guineas on Saturday. 

Sheikh Mohammed told re¬ 
porters: “I’m very, very happy to 
come and see a good horse win¬ 
ning the Guineas.” 

When asked if he had consid¬ 
ered missing the race, he said: “I 
always face certain challenges. 
To me, it’s normal.” 

But questions about whether 
he was happy with the actions 
of the BHA he said: “That’s up 
to them.” 

Most racegoers were untrou¬ 
bled by the drama surround¬ 
ing the sport in recent weeks 
as visitor numbers reached a 
six-year-high for the Saturday 
meeting. 

Glamorous girls showed 
off their finery on both days 


and the family enclosure was 
packed to the rafters. 

On Sunday little ones and 
their parents enjoyed the at¬ 
mosphere at the family fun day 
to mark the 200th running of 
the 1,000 Guineas race. 

Crafty visitors sought out rep¬ 
lica Guinea coins as part of the 
Guineas Treasure Hunt, which 
were dotted around the course. 

Over on the Hyperion Lawn 
there were jugglers, face paint¬ 
ers, musicians and giant inflat¬ 
able toys for children to play 
with. 

Bambi, a miniature pony 
from Coach House Riding Sta¬ 
bles, in Chippenham, was greet¬ 
ing guests with a whinny as they 
entered the paddock area. 

Youngsters even took the 
chance to experience what it 
felt like to ride a winner by sad¬ 
dling up the mechanical horse 
simulator.

Is this a foregone 
conclusion? 

THE recent publicity surrounding 
the Sainsbury's supermarket 
application (involving the loss 
of the George Lambton playing 
fields), makes it appear that this is 
a foregone conclusion, regardless 
of the democratic process and 
whether this proposal is best for our 
town. 

Like many other places, our 
town centre is vulnerable and 
struggling in the current economic 
climate, so surely it is the duty of 
our politicians and community to 
enable its survival. 

Newmarket is fairly small, so can 
we really sustain the same shops as 
surrounding large towns and cities? 

If it is decided we need another 
supermarket, shouldn't the 
decision of which shop and its 
location, be based on what is most 
beneficial (or least detrimental) to 
the town as a whole, rather than 
individual preference or skewed by 
superfluous "inducements" such as 
cinemas or football pitches? 

If we want and need a cinema, 
site it near the town centre so it 
can be reached easily by public 
transport. It would also encourage 
cinema-goers to visit our bars, 
restaurant and shops, rather than 
the cinema chain receiving all the 
financial gain. The same benefits 
apply to the Asda and Morrisons 
proposals as they are both within 
easy walking distance of the High 
Street. 

Of course there are compromises 
with all these proposals, and the 
Asda and Morrisons sites may 
cause traffic concerns, but these 


can be overcome by the stringent 
traffic management and road safety 
measures. The Tesco and Sainsbury 
proposals are likely to be larger and 
therefore carry more than just food 
items, but that could be in direct 
competition with existing high 
street stores. It may be the final 
nail in the coffin for more than one 
existing business. 

Most people are unable to 
increase their weekly spend 
on groceries, regardless of how 
many supermarkets we have in 
town, so the only way to bring 
more income into Newmarket 
is to attract a wider catchment 
of potential customers. We are 
already surrounded by branches 
of Tesco, Asda and Sainbury's, 
but the nearest Morrisons store is 
out at Cambourne. By introducing 
Morrisons to Newmarket, we 
may attract more people who will 
hopefully visit other businesses in 
the town, therefore sharing the 
prosperity? 


And as for the development of 
the existing playing fields, why can't 
they remain where they are and the 
facilities be upgraded? The majority 
of people who use the field on 
a daily basis live within walking 
distance, which surely is a major 
factor to consider when society 
is always being encouraged to 
exercise more and drive less? Not 
everyone wants to play football, so 
why is it only the footballers needs 
taken into account? Shouldn't the 
entitlement to use open spaces for 
recreational purposes be for all and 
not only approved for team sports? 
Isn't that rather discriminatory? 

Supermarkets, cinemas and 
swimming pools will all come and 
go, but if we lose our playing fields 
they will be gone for good. 

We need to invest long term in 
our town, not just focus on quick 
profit.

ROGER SETS SAIL ONE FINAL 
TIME 

The little chapel at the Risby 
Crematorium was packed last Fri¬ 
day for the funeral obsequies of 
one of the Mildenhall area’s best- 
known and much-loved citizens, 
with many aspects of his long and 
distinguished life represented in 
the large congregation.

But the simple service, with 
the reading “Crossing The Bar” 
and the highly relevant hymn, 
“Eternal Father” so suitable for an 
ex-HMS Ganges and naval man, 
whose long life with the late Mar¬ 
jorie, a former WREN, was being 
commemorated - included two 
magnificently moving and lov¬ 
ing tributes from his sons, Alan 


and Colin. The wake was held at 
Mildenhall Cricket Club, just a 
short journey from his life-long 
West Row home and near to the 
Wamil Courtcare complex, whose 
staff and residents were very 
warmly praised for the wonderful 
comfort they had given Roger in 
his final years.

Tesco store plans 
will create 200 jobs 


A REVAMPED supermarket 
will bring 200 jobs to the 
town if plans are given the 
green light. 

Tesco is pushing ahead 
with its plans to replace its 
current 5,223 sq m store in 
Fordham Road, Newmar¬ 
ket, with a 9,870 sq m store, 
a replacement petrol filling 
station and provision of 266 
car-parking spaces on top of 
the existing 388. 

It entered its bid for a re¬ 
vamped store in March 2011 
and joins Morrisons, Asda 
and Sainsbury’s which are 
all proposing to build stores 
in the town. 

Simon Petar, Tesco’s cor¬ 
porate affairs manager, said: 
“It is now over two years 
since we jointly announced 
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plans to build a replacement 
store on our existing site in 
Newmarket. 

“Our commitment to that 
multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment is as strong today as it 
was back in 2011. 

“We will deliver a fantas¬ 
tic and improved shopping 
experience, while also cre¬ 
ating 200 new jobs for the 
community.” 

The new store would be 
more eco friendly with sus¬ 
tainable materials and green 
features such as external 
wood cladding and roof 
mounted wind catchers to 
save energy. 


The plans are a topic of 
fierce debate and objections 
have been raised by New¬ 
market Retailer’s Associa¬ 
tion and Save Historic New¬ 
market Action Group. 

Sarah Beckett, of Station 
Approach, commented on 
the application: “The per¬ 
ceived economic enhance¬ 
ments would be at the ex¬ 
pense of the major industry 
in Newmarket, namely the

Messy garden 
owner is fined 


A HOMEOWNER whose rubble- 
strewn garden was described 
as “a blight” on the neighbour¬ 
hood has lost his appeal against 
the council. 

Brian Woodcock, 59, was or¬ 
dered to clean up his garden in 
Turnpike Road, Red Lodge, by 
Forest Heath District Council in 
December 2011 after keeping 22 
vehicles, car parts, sacks of rub¬ 
ble and garden furniture on the 
land. 

Planning enforcement offic¬ 
ers entered negotiations with 
Mr Woodcock over the garden 
which was described as “over¬ 
grown” and containing cars “in 
a state of disrepair”. 

Mr Woodcock appealed the 
notice but was overruled by 
district judge Celia Dawson on 
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Wednesday at West Suffolk Mag¬ 
istrates Court, who awarded full 
costs of £9,923 to Forest Heath. 

Mr Woodcock appealed on 
five points, where he stated he 
was able to use his garden as he 
wished and the land did not ad¬ 
versely affect the amenity of the 
area. 

Justice Dawson said: “I find 
that the density and disrepair 
of the items at the property and 
the chaotic and disordered way 
in which they are stored are a 
blight on the character of a pri¬ 
marily residential neighbour¬ 
hood. 

“Whilst I give due weight to 
Mr Woodcock’s right to live his 
life as he wishes, without inter¬ 


ference from the state, that right 
is qualified and does not entitle 
him to act in a way which is det¬ 
rimental to the rights of others.” 

She added: “The action taken 
by the state, in the form of For¬ 
est Heath, is not excessive or 
oppressive, but necessary and 
proportionate to achieve a more 
pleasant environment for the 
whole of this residential neigh¬ 
bourhood and those passing 
through it.” 

Nicola Baker, head of plan¬ 
ning and regulatory services at 
Forest Heath, said: “The District 
Judge agreed that the state of Mr 
Woodcock’s garden affected the 
amenity of the area. We will now 
seek to enforce the notice.” 

He has 56 days to comply with 
the notice. 


Con men trick buyers with book bags 


SCAM artists have conned 
shoppers by handing over bags 
of potatoes and books when the 
victims believed they were buy¬ 
ing computer equipment and 
mobile phones. 

One incident took place on 
April 21 in Wellington Street, 


Newmarket, where a victim paid 
£460 for a rucksack with phones 
inside but it was found to con¬ 
tain only books. 

Other victims in the county 
have agreed to purchase the 
equipment, handing over large 
sums of cash in return for a bag 


they believe contains items such 
as MacBooks and iPhones, only 
to discover the bag just contains 
bottles of water. 

Police warned the public nev¬ 
er to buy goods from someone 
who approaches them in this 
manner.

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Fewer jobs under 
threat at hospital 


FEWER jobs are on the line at 
Newmarket Hospital, accord¬ 
ing to a private healthcare pro¬ 
vider responsible for commu¬ 
nity healthcare. 

Serco, who took over at 
Newmarket Hospital last year, 
told a public meeting in New¬ 
market last week that 90 jobs 
would be lost across Suffolk, 
rather than the 137 previously 
stated. 

It has not confirmed how 
many jobs will be lost at the 
Exning Road site. 

A Serco spokesman said: 
“Staff changes will be phased 
over the coming year. 

“It is also clear that through 
redeployment into different 
posts, flexible working, re¬ 
duced working hours, career 
breaks, early retirement, vol¬ 
untary redundancy and so on 
the total number of compul¬ 
sory redundancies will be no 
more than 25 and none of our 
clinicians will face compulsory 
redundancy.” 

He added: “This was a staff 
consultation relating to em¬ 
ployment issues rather than a 
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public consultation because 
we have always been clear - as 
have the local health commis¬ 
sioners - that we are abso¬ 
lutely not reducing commu¬ 
nity health services in any way 
whatsoever. We are simply im¬ 
proving the way in which the 
current services are delivered.” 

The company plans to in¬ 
troduce mobile technology for 
staff and centralise adminis¬ 
tration from a single call cen¬ 
tre, in Ipswich, which will be 
operational 24 hours a day.

Apology from airbase after 
jet breaks the sound barrier 


AN AMERICAN air base has apologised 
after one of its fighter jets accidentally 
went supersonic. 

A F-15 fighter jet inadvertently broke 
the sound barrier whilst on a training 
flight from RAF Lakenheath on April 17 
over Watton, in Norfolk. 

The sonic boom caused a loud bang 
to be heard by residents. 

Tech Sgt Zachary Melin, of RAF 
Lakenheath, said: "We absolutely 
apologise for any disturbance which 
may have been caused and we will 
reiterate the flight speed limits in our 
flight briefings in the future." 

He said several people had 
mentioned hearing a loud bang near 
Watton on Twitter. 


Tech Sgt Melin said: "It was about 
25 miles outside of Watton but to 
someone on the ground it would have 
sounded much closer." 

He said: "When an aircraft exceeds 
a certain speed which can be called the 
speed of sound it causes a shock wave. 

"It can be quite loud when you are 
on the ground but if you are in the 
plane you wouldn't hear it. It is quite 
rare." 

Tech Sgt Melin said the base wasn't 
aware of the incident until it reviewed 
the flight tapes afterwards as the pilot 
would not have been able to hear the 
noise after exceeding the sound barrier. 

No complaints were received from 
residents after the incident.

UKIP surprise 
win at the polls 


THE UK Independence Party 
has won three seats in West 
Suffolk, including Exning and 
Newmarket, following an un¬ 
precedented success across the 
country. 

The Conservatives retained 
overall control of the county 
council but UKIP triumphed in 
both Exning/Newmarket and 
Haverhill/Kedington wards. 

The party also won in nearby 
Brandon where Reginald Syl¬ 
vester claimed victory. 

In a surprising turn of events 
Newmarket Town Councillor 
David Hudson won Exning and 
Newmarket ward for UKIP with 
30.69 per cent of the vote, beat¬ 
ing incumbent Bill Sadler who 
garnered 25 per cent. 

Mr Hudson said he was “a lit¬ 
tle surprised to win” but he felt 
his party’s policies were right. 

He said: “I knew I would do 
well because of the reaction I 
had on the streets. I obviously 
didn’t know whether I was going 
to win but I had a little feeling I 
would. 

“It feels great to win. There 
is plenty of work to do now but 
at the moment I am just feeling 
great about winning.” 

UKIP’s success in West Suffolk 
was down to people changing 
their opinions of the party and 
focussing in on their policies, he 
said. 
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Mr Hudson said: “I will always 
promote common sense poli¬ 
cies. I am a common sense poli¬ 
tician and I pursue this for the 
people I represent.” 

Haverhill East and Kedington 
was also won by UKIP as Tony 
Brown took the former Tory seat 
with 39.15 per cent of the vote. 

Across West Suffolk the Con¬ 
servatives held sway in 
Mildenhall, Row Heath 
and Newmarket and 
Red Lodge. 

Deputy leader of the 
Conservatives Lisa 
Chambers held onto 
her seat in Newmarket 
and Red Lodge for a 
third term. 

She said: “I am really 
pleased to be re-elected. 
People have put their trust in 
me for the last eight years and 
to be given the opportunity for 
another four years is wonderful. 

“Representing my hometown 
of Newmarket is fantastic and I 
am delighted with the opportu¬ 
nity.” 

She admitted it had been a 
difficult fight against UKIP and 
expressed her disappointment 
at former county councillor Bill 
Sadler’s defeat in Exning and 
Newmarket. 


Over in Row Heath, Colin 
Noble retained his seat in Row 
Heath by securing 43 per cent of 
the vote. 

Mr Noble said: “It was a hard 
fought campaign and I am ab¬ 
solutely delighted to remain in 
my seat. 

“I look forward to the chal¬ 
lenges the next four years bring 
and being able to represent the 
people of Row Heath.” 

Conservative fames Waters, 
leader of Forest Heath 
District Council, nar¬ 
rowly beat UKIP for the 
Mildenhall seat by less 
than 1 per cent of the 
vote. 

He said: “It was quite 
close and it was a hard 
fought campaign by 
both parties but at the 
end of the day we had the 
right policies. 

Mr Waters added: “We have 
made some quite significant 
changes in Forest Heath and 
that is what has come through.” 

Turnout across West Suffolk 
was relatively low, with only 
26.66 per cent hitting the ballot 
boxes in Exning and Newmarke 
ward. 

In Mildenhall 31.85 per cent of 
the electorate voted while there 
was a 23.35 per cent turnout in 
Newmarket and Red Lodge and 
32.63 per cent in Row Heath.

Heartbreak as

Hayley said: “The cats 
were part of the family. 

“They were not just 
pets, they were part of 
our lives and now there’s 
this massive hole.” 

Hayley and partner 
Mark, 48, immediately

put up posters to warn 
other cat owners, and 
found out their neigh¬ 
bour’s cat had met a sim¬ 
ilar fate just days earlier. 

She said her children 
were “absolutely gutted” 
at the loss of their pets, 
who have been with the 
family since they were 
kittens. 

The RSPCA have ad¬ 
vised the family to freeze 
the cats’ bodies in 
case further in¬ 
formation aris¬ 
es and a post 
mortem can be 
carried out. 

Hayley 
said: “I have 
to admit the 
idea makes me 
very sad but it 
seems to be the 



best thing to do. At least 
we have retained the evi¬ 
dence if it is required. 

“I guess their spirits are 
chasing mice somewhere 
wonderful and their bod¬ 
ies are just that.” 

An RSPCA spokesman 
said: “If anyone ever sus¬ 
pects that someone has 
deliberately poisoned 
their animal then get that 
animal straight to a vet to 
be checked out. 

“It is not easy to prove 
that an animal has been 
deliberately poisoned 
but where we 
can prove it, 
we will take ac-

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Consult on fire 
station merger

MEMBERS of the public are 
invited to have a say on con¬ 
troversial plans to merge two 
rural fire stations. 

An eight week consultation 
began yesterday following the 
decision by Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Fire Author¬ 
ity to merge Burwell and Swaff- 
ham Bulbeck fire stations. 

The fire authority plans to 
create a larger purpose built 
fire stations with training fa¬ 
cilities and extended parking 
on land adjacent to Burwell 
fire station. 

Fred Brown, Chairman of 
the Fire Authority said: “Both 
existing buildings and the land 
surrounding them were not 
designed to house fire stations 
and so are not fit for purpose 
(one is a former public house, 
the other a former factory 
building). 

“The creation of one com¬ 
bined fire station has always 
been a long term plan, as it is

not feasible to bring either 
Swaffham or Burwell stations 
up to modern day standards, 
or to provide a proper practi¬ 
cal training facility.” 

He added: “A plot of land ad¬ 
jacent to Burwell Fire Station 
has now been made available 
and its owners have agreed to 
do a land swap with the Fire 
Authority.” 

Leaflets will be sent to every 
home in Burwell and Swaff¬ 
ham asking for their views on 


the proposals. 

Once the consultation has 
ended, the results will be col¬ 
lated and evaluated, prior to 
being presented to the Fire Au¬ 
thority at a meeting in October 
for a final decision. 

If the proposals are approved 
the building works could start 
by the end of the year. 

Firefighters expressed their 
anger at proposals earlier this 
year as the retained firefighters 
at Swaffham said they believed 
they would be overlooked for 
calls as they were further away 
from the station. 

However the fire author¬ 
ity said the Swaffham fire 
engine only attended 11 inci¬ 
dents during the last financial 
year - four of which were false 
alarms. The rest of the inci¬ 
dents were attended by other 
fire engines. 

The fire authority has said 
it hopes to retain existing staff 
wherever possible.

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Now two supermarket 
giants fight over Soham

TWO major supermarket chains 
will launch a battle to open a store 
in Soham - but only if plans to 
build a new supermarket on the 
outskirts of the town are rejected. 

Local businessman Jonathan 
James, owner of the town’s Budg- 
ens store in Clay Street, revealed 
last week that there are two su¬ 
permarket giants which want to 
buy his store. 

Mr James, who lives in Soham, 
says both companies are keen to 
buy the Budgens store and turn 
it into a larger town centre su¬ 
permarket - but only if planners 
at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council refuse Harrier Develop¬ 
ments’ plans to build a new su¬ 
permarket in The Shade area of 
the town. 

The contentious proposals have 
been at the centre of controversy 
ever since they were submitted 
last March. 

Speaking to the News, Mr James 
said: “I am in talks with two big 
supermarkets which want to buy 
my Budgens store. I cannot say 
which firms the two supermarkets 


are but they are two out of the top 
four, ie: Tesco, Sainsbury’s, Mor¬ 
risons and Asda. 

“They are quite clear about 
what they want. They will go 
head-to-head to buy my store but 
only if Harrier Developments’ 
plans are refused by the council. 
They have both said that if those 
plans are approved they will walk 
away.” 


While some people say Soham 
is desperate for a large out-of- 
town supermarket, others insist 
another supermarket will further 
harm the town’s High Street. 

Mr James said: “This deal 
would retain and improve a cen¬ 
tral supermarket, which in turn 
would breathe life into the town 
centre. People are right to be wor¬ 
ried about the High Street. 


“If a big supermarket is built 
on the edge of town people are 
undoubtedly going to shop there 
and forget about the town centre 
shops. 

“By having a large supermarket 
in Clay Street, people would do 
their groceries and support the 
town centre shops at the same 
time. 

“If the out-of-town plans are ap¬ 
proved then I would continue to 
run Budgens but we would seri¬ 
ously have to consider an alterna¬ 
tive use for the site as I expect the 
impact on us would be consider¬ 
able.” 

The decision on the Harrier 
Developments proposals is being 
made on May 15.

Lisa Millard meets her - and 
signs up on the spot 


T IME is a precious commodity, as T 
Sandeman-Charles knows only too 
well. 

The clock is ticking for T, who is on a 
mission to secure 10,000 people to register 
as organ donors before she dies. Her Save5 
campaign has 6,558 names to date but T 
really wants another 3,442 people to sign 
up, and fast. You see T, who is only 52, has 
two deadly lung diseases and is now on the 
transplant list. With her health 
deteriorating, T requires an oxygen tank to 
be able to talk and walk. 

“I don’t think about what I’ve got,” says 
the petite T (short for Teresa) from the sun- 
filled lounge of her Arkesden home, near 
Saffron Walden. “Why focus on my illness 
when there are much more important 
issues to focus on? Save5 has kept me going 
through all the highs and lows. It is the one 
thing that I really have to achieve before I 
die. And if I don’t, I will just not be happy 
with myself when I die. I can see it. I will be 
there, dying, and thinking ‘I just should 
have done it’. It’s that important. I know I 
can do it. It’s just a matter of time. And 
time is not on my side.” 

Speaking has, in recent months, become 
an effort and T is constantly short of 
breath. Despite the difficulty, T speaks 


eloquently, with consideration, and her 
honesty and directness about such a 
difficult topic is humbling. Her strength of 
mind does not, however, mean she is 
without feelings; as T explains the task in 
hand her voice wavers with emotion and 
her eyes glisten. 

I worry that her commitment to the 
campaign is adding a burden to an already 
heartbreaking situation. Isn’t coping with 
the daily and debilitating symptoms 
enough? 

“The wonderful thing about Save5 is that 
I don’t think about what I’ve got. If we can 
save a few lives it is the most brilliant thing 
we could do in our entire lifetime. Why 
focus on an illness when I can do so much 
more?” 

It was her sister Sue, who lives in London, 
who gave T the resolve to start the 
campaign. “I had a lung biopsy in 2009 and 
Sue was having an operation to donate one 
of her kidneys to a friend at the same time. 

I just kept saying to myself, ‘Sue has saved 
somebody's life. What can I do?' 

“The pivotal moment was sitting at 
Papworth Hospital, being injected with 
steroids and tears were rolling down my 
face. I wasn’t crying because of the pain. I 
just thought of the three families who were

grieving every day because their loved one 
died. Three people die each and every day 
because they are one organ short of life. I 
just said, ‘T, this cannot go on and you have 
to do something about it’.” 

Save5 was launched on March 18, 2010. “I 
saw all these poorly people at Papworth 
and thought you’ve got to give them a 
chance. You don’t know who will need a 
transplant. Three years ago I thought I was 
healthy. I could walk and eat. Three years 
later my life depends on a transplant. And 
it could happen to anybody.” 

T has organising fibrosing pneumonia, 
which causes the alveoli, little air sacs in 
the lungs, to thicken, preventing them 
inflating and allowing oxygen into the 
bloodstream. She also has idiopathic 
pleuroparenchymal fibroelastosis. The 
latter is rare - only eight people, including 
T, had the condition at the time of her 
diagnosis in 2009. The rarity of this disease 
adds a twist of uncertainty to T’s prognosis. 
When I ask her what time she may have 
left, if the transplant does not happen, she 
says she just doesn’t know. 

While her days are dedicated to 
increasing the number of registered organ 
donors, T wants her own transplant. Her 
bag is packed, she wants the phone to ring 
and for Papworth Hospital to tell her it’s 
time. “I want to live,” she says. “Imagine 
what I could do with a new set of lungs?” 

She is realistic about her chances. “I have 
one chance. I may not get it. But at least I 
have a chance. We just hope that one day a 
call comes through.” 

T also understands the odds stacked 
against it happening. “There are so many 
myths surrounding organ donation. The 
biggest one is that when people sign up to 
be an organ donor they think they will 
become an organ donor. Sadly it is not the 
case because, in the vast majority of cases, 
you have to die in an intensive care unit on 
a ventilator having been in a major traffic 
accident, or had a brain injury, or had a 
stroke, before your organs can even be 
considered for transplantation. You are 
much more likely to need a transplant 
yourself than ever becoming a donor. 

“Do you know what the saddest thing is? 
97 per cent of the population say they 
would take a transplant to save their lives 
but only 30 per cent are signed up to be a 
donor. Don’t you think we’d better get that 
sign-up rate to 97 per cent too?” 

There’s ongoing debate about making 
changes to donor and family consent in a 
bid to raise the current 55 per cent (of 


family consent to donation) to 80 per cent. 
Legislation set out in the Human Tissue Act 
2004 gives responsibility to make that 
decision to a relative if they do not know 
the dead person’s preference. Some are 
calling for presumed consent, making 
organ donation ‘opt-out’ rather than the 
current ‘opt-in’ system, but not everybody 
agrees, including T. 

“I believe, personally, when the specialist 
nurse has to approach the family, it is 
easier for them to be told their loved one 
signed up to be an organ donor. It was their 
wish. If the subject has never been 
discussed, I think the family is put in a 
hideous position. That’s why I want people 
to sign up and tell their family ‘This is what 
I want to happen’. 

“It’s a hard decision for some people to 
make, to let their mum, dad, daughter or 
son be a donor. But I’ve spoken to many 
bereaved parents and they say it is the one 
thing they hold on to.” 

Among the darkest times there are 
glorious moments and T’s cup is always 
much more than half full. “You pick up on 
things you wouldn’t normally pick up on. 
You take nothing for granted. You 
appreciate all the little things. You see 
people at their best.” 

When T speaks about her husband, Roy, 
who gave up work to care for and spend 
time with her, the tears flow freely. “You 
don’t get more generous or kinder than 
that. He’s given up everything. It’s just so 
humbling. I just couldn’t do without him. 
He does everything for me, dresses me, 
puts me in the bath. You couldn’t love 
anyone more than I love him. He’s just the 
most incredible man and I am just the 
most fortunate person.” 

T is now too poorly to take her campaign 
out into the wider world. She no longer has 
the strength or breath to address groups or 
stand in supermarket foyers distributing 
Save5 leafets. Sadly the amount of people 
signing up has slowed because, as T knows, 
her message is more powerful coming from 
her. “I have made a video and sent the link 
out but, understandably, it’s easy for people 
to ignore,” she sighs. “Whenever I get a 
sign-up it puts such a smile on my face. I’m 
one step closer to reaching my goal.” 

Just spend a couple of minutes in this 
woman’s company and you will be 
convinced. I for one have signed-up to 
Save5, and hope some people who read T’s 
story here will take time to watch her video 
and think about joining the register. But 
time is short and every minute counts.

South and West fell from the grasp 
of the Liberal Democrats, with Mike 
Rouse elected for North with 39.8 


per cent of the vote, and Anna Bailey 
elected for South with 973 votes. 

One of the biggest shocks came 
as UKIP candidate Daniel Divine 
gained a seat in Littleport, taking it 
away from Conservative Fred Brown. 

Other Conservative candidates 
also expressed their surprise at how 
well UKIP had done in the polls. 

Haddenham winner Bill Hunt 
said: “I think a lot of local politicans 
forget that they have to answer to 
the people. 

“We are in a position of power and 
we must not forget that.”

Armtrac lands deal 
to clear land mines 
in former war-zones 


A COMPANY specialising in clearing land 
mines had signed a high profile contract with 
the Egyptian Government. 

Armtrac Ltd, based in Reach Road, Burwell, 
designs and manufactures directly operated 
and remotely controlled mine clearing equip¬ 
ment to help clear land-mines in current and 
former war-zones, including Angola, Bosnia, 
Kosovo and Northern Iraq. 

The company has sold an Armtrac 400 ma¬ 
chine to the Egyptian government to clear 
some of 21 million mines laid in the El Alamein 
region of Egypt during the Second World War. 

The contract was signed last month by Am¬ 
bassador Fathi El-Shazly, director of the Egypt 
Mine Action Programme and Steve Brown, 
managing director of Armtrac. 

Ambassador El-Shazly said there were many 
reasons for removing the mines. 

“Firstly the humanitarian one, two Egyptian

civilians have been killed by land mines in the 
last week and since records have been kept in 
1981 there have been 8313 victims of explo¬ 
sions including over 800 fatalities. We have an 
obligation to our people to secure their lives. 

“The second reason is that it will allow ac¬ 
cess to the hinterland in the North West of 
Egypt releasing half a million acres to be de¬ 
veloped to be developed for agriculture. 

“There will also be three million acres avail¬ 
able for grazing and agricultural industries. 
This will attract people from the overpopu¬ 
lated towns and cities improving many Egyp¬ 
tians quality of life.” 

He added: “The third reason is helping the 
economy and infrastructure by gaining ac¬ 


cess to the natural resources in the region. It 
is known that there are 1.8 billion barrels of oil 
and eight trillion cubic feet of natural gas in 
the area.” 

Armtrac have worked with HSBC on the 
project to extend their work abroad. 

Steve Brown said: “This is a great deal for us, 
we see our role in the modern world as one of 
those where we can make a difference to the 
quality of life for people in countries rebuild¬ 
ing after conflicts, even conflicts from 60 years 
ago. 

“Without the help and support of HSBC this 
deal would not have been possible.” 

Kim Swann, deputy area commercial direc¬ 
tor at HSBC in Cambridge, said: “Armtrac has 
a strong business model in the UK, it is also 
providing important work with other organi¬ 
sations globally to help make the world a safer 
place.”

Construction is 
‘key to growth’ 


BUSINESS leaders in the 
county have called for greater 
investment in construction af¬ 
ter figures showed growth was 
“unacceptably weak”. 

The latest GDP figures from 
the Office of National Statis¬ 
tics (ONS), showed growth in 
the first quarter of the year of 
0.3 per cent and growth in ser¬ 
vices of 0.6 per cent. 

The results show the econo¬ 
my has avoided a triple dip re¬ 
cession but the Suffolk Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce warned the 
government that the minimal 
growth was not enough to 
help businesses. 

Chamber chief executive 
fohn Dugmore said: “The fact 
that the UK economy avoided 
negative growth is encourag¬ 
ing and will boost confidence. 


“These latest economic fig¬ 
ures show that more must be 
done to support construc¬ 
tion, which is why Chambers 
across the UK have consist¬ 
ently advocated more house 
building and immediate ac¬ 
tion to maintain our roads - 
including the A14.” 

The Chamber has consist¬ 
ently campaigned for invest¬ 
ment and improvement work 
for the A14 as they believe 
improved infrastructure of the 
key road would help Suffolk to 
improve its export business. 

Mr Dugmore said: “While 
the government could claim 
this as a minor win, it means 
little when looking at the big¬ 
ger economic picture. 

“Growth is still unaccept¬ 
ably weak, and will remain so 


without radical measures to 
get the economy moving.” 

The chamber supports the 
government’s current fiscal re¬ 
duction plan but advised that 
there was an urgent need for a 
new growth strategy. 

Mr Dugmore said: “We 
know that businesses are de¬ 
termined and ambitious, and 
want to drive growth in the 
face of significant economic 
headwinds, but they can’t do 
this alone.” 

Mr Dugmore added: “The 
government must consider a 
significant shift in priorities 
to boost growth within the 
existing spending envelope, 
by allocating more current 
spending towards capital in¬ 
vestment over the next few 
years.”

Get a buz 
and help bee^ 

REPORTS that our bee population is at crisis point help bees, says Maclean

as numbers have been hit by bad weather and 
particularly long winters should prompt responsible 
gardeners to protect our bees by creating a 
prosperous environment for them. 

Last year's annual survey by the British Beekeepers 
Association (BBKA) indicated 
an increase in losses of honey 
bees and the organisation is 
concerned that losses may be 
even greater this year if the long 
winter is anything to go by. 

"Much longer winters mean 
that bees are potentially running 
out of stores,” says Gill Maclean, 

BBKA spokeswoman. 

Weather-related impacts 
such as cold spells affect colony 
development and queen-mating. 

Honey bees don't forage in very 
cold or wet weather, so their 
winter stores were depleted last year. 

The honey bee is the only bee to maintain a 
colony throughout the winter, reducing its colony 
size in autumn and relying on its stores of honey to 
last it through the winter months when it is too cold 
for foraging or there is no forage available. Some 
colonies may have since been lost simply by running 
out of stores. However, gardeners can do their bit to

"Planting the right sort of plant is important 
and try to plant in drifts. There are so many bee- 
friendly plants including thyme, oregano, mint 
and viburnum. Plant some trees for bees as well, 
including spring-flowering cherries, apples, plums 
and pears." 

All blossoms are widely visited 
by bees including blackthorn, 
cherry, plum, damson and crab 
apple. Other trees that are widely 
visited are the horse chestnut for 
its nectar and sycamore for its 
pollen. 

She also advises gardeners 
to set aside part of the garden 
as a decorative wildflower area 
which will be a magnet for bees, 
planting white and red clover, 
borage, thyme, bugle and other 
bee-friendly plants. 

"Bees also need water, so you can do something 
like fill a pot lid with water and put stones in it and 
netting over it so that they can drink without falling 
in.” 

Gardeners should make sure they provide a 
succession of bee-friendly plants which will flower 
between February and November, to give bees the 
best chance of building up their stores. 




Last year, the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
launched a guide as part of its Perfect for Pollinators 
initiative, listing more than 200 wildflowers, such 
as corncockle, teasel and wild parsnip, that provide 
plentiful pollen and nectar for pollinating insects. It 
advises gardeners to: 

■ Avoid plants with double or multi-petalled flowers, 
which may lack nectar and pollen, or insects may 
have difficulty in gaining access. 

■ Never use pesticides on plants when they are in 
flower. 

■ Where appropriate, British wild flowers can be 
an attractive addition to planting schemes and may 
help support a wider range of pollinating insects. 

■ Observe the plants in your garden. If you know of 


plants with blooms that regularly attract insects, let 
the RHS know. 

■ Choose flowers that bloom successively over the 
spring, summer and autumn, such as coreopsis, 
Russian sage or germander, in order to provide 
pollen and nectar resources to the native bees of all 
seasons. 

■ Encourage bees by keeping honey bees yourself or 
allowing a beekeeper to place hives in your garden. 

■ Provide nest sites for bumblebees: Bumblebee nest 
boxes can be purchased but they are often ignored 
by queen bumblebees. 

If you want to become a beekeeper, details of 
county beekeepers' associations and training courses 
can be seen on www.bbka.org.uk.

Disgraced 

THE British Horseracing 
Authority says Mahmood Al 
Zarooni has lodged an appeal 
against the severity of an eight- 
year suspension from training. 
Al Zarooni, 37, was found 
guilty of administering 
anabolic steroids to 15 horses 
in his care at a BHA hearing on 
April 25. 

The former Godolphin handler 
was officially charged with 
rule breaches related to 
prohibited substances, duty to 
keep medication records, and 
conduct prejudicial to racing. 
The BHA said in a statement

he will now contest the length 
of that eight-year ban, with the 
date for the appeal hearing 
confirmed in due course. 

The Dubai-born handler, who 
trained at Moulton Paddocks in 
Newmarket, has admitted to all 
of the breaches of the rules. 

He also apologised for his 
actions at the hearing, at which 
he waived the right of legal 
representation. 

Al Zarooni was, according to 
the BHA's official findings, 
guilty of a "widespread 
systematic misuse of illegal 
substances".

Bolger said: “Dawn Approach 
has come out of the 2000 Guineas 
in excellent shape and I couldn’t 
be more pleased with him. 

“I am now looking forward to 
running him in the Investec Derby 
at Epsom.” 

Godolphin racing manager Si¬ 
mon Crisford said: “It has been 
agreed that Dawn Approach 
should run in the Investec Derby 
on June 1. 

“His temperament and de¬ 
meanour are excellent and he re¬ 
laxes in his races which means he 
has a better chance of seeing out 
the mile and a half.” 

Meanwhile, Toronado is likely 
to miss the Derby and be aimed 
towards Royal Ascot after running 
below expectations on Saturday. 

Richard Hannon’s hugely im¬ 
pressive Craven Stakes winner 
faded into fourth. 

Assistant trainer Richard Han¬ 
non junior said: “His work here 
had been absolutely top-class and 
we all thought he’d run extremely 
well, but in the last 100 yards he 
was legless tired. Something is 


clearly amiss with him, he’s capa¬ 
ble of much better than that. 

“Plans will be on hold. The 
Derby is unlikely and we’ll prob¬ 
ably have to wait for Royal Ascot, 
whether that’s the Jersey Stakes or 
the St James’s Palace we’ll have to 
wait and see.” 

■ Hot Snap’s weak effort in Sun¬ 
day’s Qipco 1000 Guineas remains 
a mystery to her connections. 

Sir Henry Cecil’s filly was sent 
off the 5-2 favourite but laboured 
home ninth behind Sky Lantern, 
having beaten the winner by two 
and a quarter lengths when the 
pair met on the same course in last 
month’s Nell Gwyn Stakes. 

Teddy Grimthorpe, racing man¬ 
ager for owner Khalid Abdullah, 
said: “She seems fine this morning 


and nothing untoward has come 
to light at the moment. Perhaps it 
just wasn’t her day. 

“I can’t blame the ground, even 
if a bit more rain would have been 
preferable, but she was in trouble 
from a long way out. 

“It might just have been an 
off-day, and we’ll give her a bit of 
time and see how she is.”
